Jay has purchased 24 lots in the 
Moore addition of H am lin, north ­ 
west of the Hamlin Eelem entary 
School building, and will build the 
houses there, his son, Eddie Jay , 
said Tuesday . 
It is proposed to build 24 houses, 
each with two bedrooms and com­ 
pletely modern, on the tract, Ed­ 
die Jay reported. 
“The houses will be prim arily for 
rent,” he said, “but I ’m sure some 
of them will be offered for sale if 
the tenant w ants to buy .” 
The houses will contain 9 50 square 
feet of floor space and will be con­ 
structed

plans. 
They will have all m odern conven­ 
iences. 
Work is expected to get under­ 
way on the first of the 24 houses 
late this week or early next week. 
Jay is expected to supervise the con­ 
struction him self, Eddie Jay said. 
Jay is a retired farm er of the 
Roby community , but will probably 
move his home to H am lin where he 
can loo after the rental properties. 
He recently sold his farm s, his son 
said.

comes as a climax of good news for the 
house-hungry city . 
Rumors ciruclated this week— and they 
may be more than rumors— that a group 
of Abilene financiers are planning to come 
here and establish 
a large-scale home 
building project. 
All of this augurs well 
for our little city , and all of it is indicativ e 
of a steady , healthy growth for our com­ 
munity . 
Now. with all the projected building of 
homes, our age-old problem of water must 
find a permanent solution. 
A growing 
town must hav e water— much water. The 
influx of new people to Hamlin will con­ 
tinue to call for an ev er increasing supply 
of water, and present facilities are insuf­ 
ficient to meet this demand.

Policy of Disruption 


The soft coal industry is a perfect ex ­ 
ample of industrial chaos. No one knows, 
from one week to the nex t, whether all of 
the mines will work, whether some of the 
mines will work, whether none of the 
mines will work, or if the miners will fol­ 
low a three day week, a fiv e day week, or 
a no day week. 
This sort of disruption has been J ohn 
L. Lewis’ fix ed policy . 
It is, apparently , 
his method of demonstrating that he is the 
coal czar. 
Recently , a large number of soft coal 
companies hav e filed petitions with the 
National Labor Relations Board, charging 
Lewis with unfair labor practices, coercion 
and refusal to bargain in good faith. 
The mine operators hav e repeatedly 
offered to sign a contract continuing the 
wage rates established in 19 48 , which are 
the highest in major industry . 
They are 
willing to continue the same hours, and to 
prov ide other benefits, including a sound 
pension, welfare and group insurance plan. 
This is ev en a better contract than that of 
last y ear, which union officials called the 
best ev er negotiated. 
But Lewis will not 
agree— so consumers are depriv ed of ? oal, 
miners are depriv ed of work, and produc­ 
tion costs in this hard-pressed industry 
are sky rocketing. 
This ruthless use of monopoly power 
must be stopped, in the interest of ev ery 
group in the country — including labor it- 
I elf.

co mpanies th a t serve u s so well to ­ 
day, and behind nearly all o f them 
yo u will disco ver a histo ry o f sav­ 
ing and th rift th a t made the origi­ 
nal idea ]x>ssible. 
Bu t I say th a t savtn# mo ney wa» 
o ne time a go o d philo so phy. 
T hat 
is becau se it was 
Tt tro ttitf 
be ju st as go o d to day, and wo u ld go 
a lo ng way to w ard creating the jo bs 
and o ppo rtu nities u po n which the 
fu tu re o f this natio n m u st depend— 
if the philo so phy o f saving were pu t 
to mo re u se.

Penalties o f T hrift. 
Peo ple who kno w facts can call 
su ch a m an fo o lish. There are two 
reaso ns fo r this attitu de. 
First: it 
j is nearly impo ssible to save mo ney. 
Go vernm ent taxing po licies and go ­ 
vernm ent disccXRagement o f private 
th rift make it a well-nigh impo ssi­ 
ble feat fo r the few peo ple who have 
“investm ent size’’ inco mes to save 
anything at all. So why try? 
Sec­ 
o nd: there’s no t su fficient incentive 
to invest. 
Heavy co rpo ratio n and 
inco me taxes make earnings fro m 
investm ents so lo w th at very few o f 


j tho se who do save will take the risk 
invo lved in pu tting new mo ney into 
i indu stry. 
The peo ple o f this natio n are ra ­ 
pidly fo rgetting what tho se habits 
o f perso nal thrift, o f laying it u p fo r 
the rainy day, have m eant in the 
i gro wth and pro gress o f the natio n. 
And this is tru e despite the fact th at 
a do llar o f private investm ent is 14 
times mo re effecive in creating jo bs 
than a do llar o f go vernm ent mo ney. 
When mo ney is pu t into bu siness it 
go es to wo rk, benefitting everyo ne. 
Bu t mo ney taken fro m bu siness and 
investo rs is a great drag o n the 
who le natio n’s welfare. 
On Teaching T hrift. 


I am serio u sly co ncerned lest o u r 
yo u th gro w u p lo sing sight o f the 
im po rtance o f thrift. 
This wreek 
(Janu ary 17 to 23) has been desig­ 
nated “N atio nal T hrift Week,” and 
it seems to me this is a go o d time 
to pau se and do o u r bit to w ard 
the preservatio n o f thrift. W hether 
we teach o u r yo u ng peo ple thrift, 
bo th by percept and example, can 
have a lo t to do w ith America's fu ­ 
tu re. 
O u r yo u ng fo lks m u st be tau g h t 
th a t there is no su ch thing as “easy 
mo ney." W e canno t affo rd to edu ­ 
cate this generatio n th a t the best 
way to make mo ney is to go into 
po litics, m arry into it, win a radio 
“give away", find a new “ra c ke t” 
wait fo r a rich u ncle to die, win the 
sweepstakes, o r lvie o n the do le. It 
is po ssible to get mo ney in all these 
ways, bu t they are no t the right 
ways. 
This co u ntry was no t bu ilt 
by tho se wishfu l thinkers who are 
ever lo o king fo r the qu ick do llar. 
A Thrifty Natio n. 
Americaw as bu ilt by dream ers 
ho wever. 
We can give mo st o f the 
credit to tho se practical men and 
wo men who

ideas.

Help ful Hints to 
Aid Housekeeping

An easy way to clean the grids of 
a waffle iron is to place a paper 
napkin soaked with household am- 
onia between the grids and leave it 
overnight. 
The ammonia loosens 
the brown "cooked on” accumulation 
of grease. Then it nj« y be wiped off 
or rubbed off with steel wool. (This 
cleaning method is often used for 
the inside of ovens.) 
Waffles sometimes stick on clean­ 
ed grids Just as they do in a new 
iron which has not been "seasoned" 
first. 
To prevent sticking, grease 
the grids with unsalted fat or oil and 
then preheat the iron thoroughly 
before using. 
To keep grids in best condition 
leave the iron open to cool after it 
has been used. 


Refinishing home floors need not 
be an expensive job. 
The home­ 
maker can do a very satisfactory 
job, says Miss Loretta Allen, County 
Home Demonstration 
Agent. The 
penetrating seal method, she says, 
gives a most satisfactory finish, and 
requires a minimum of time and ef­ 
fort to apply. Penetrating seal sinks 
into the wood - seals the wood pores 
and gives a pleasant sheen though 
not a high gloss on the surface. It 
wears well - does not scratch with 
ordinaly use - is easily pat hed and 
can be maintained by waxing. • Bhe 
points out that floors finished with 
shellac or varnish should get a 
complete sanding and cleaning job 
before the seal is used. Many pen­ 
etrating finishes are available.
